Michigan police authorities today added the m u r­ 
der of 
a 
13-year-old Claremont 
girl 
to 
the list 
of m urders under investigation for possible connec­ 
tion with a suspect in Ypsilanti, Mich. 
Two 
detectives 
reportedly 
flew 
to 
Salinas 
in 
Northern California 
today, to check on unsolved 
m urders there, before coming to 
Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Los Angeles County sheriff’s deputies, however, 
still await a reply to the letter authorities here 
m ailed to Michigan, asking about a possible connec­ 
tion between the 
Claremont m urder and the Michi­ 
gan suspect, 
Lt. Norman Hamilton of the homicide 
bureau said today. 
Authorities have not released where John Nor­ 
m an Collins, 22, of Ypsilanti, visited during his 
alleged trip 
to California during 
June and early 
July. 
* We will definitely talk with the Michigan authori­ 
ties if they come here,” Hamilton said. 
Virginia Lynn Smith of 685 Sebastopol St., Clare­ 
mont, was found dead in the C'obal Canyon creekbed 
about 7:30 p.m. June 23. 
Collins, in Michigan, is charged with the m urder 
of K aren Sue Bemem an, a freshman at E astern 
Michigan 
University. 
Miss 
Bememan disappeared 
July 23. She was last seen riding with a motorcyclist, 
now identified by several witnesses as Collms. 
In Los Angeles, Hamilton cautioned that if the 
Michigan authorities do come here, they will be 
trying to determ ine the activities of their suspect 
prior to the July m urder. 
1 hey will want “ to place him securely in Michi­ 
gan at that tim e,” he said. 
‘‘They’re 
not about 
to discuss any California 
m u rder- with him (Collins) until they solve their 
c a se ,” Hamilton said. “ After all, they have seven 
unsolved m urders to work on.” 
“ They’re trying to prove their case, not ours."

4 Persons Killed 
In 5-Car Crash 


VISALIA (*Pi) — Four persons were killed Sunday 
in a spectacular five-car crash on Highway 99, 
about two miles south of the Visalia airport. 
The Highway Patrol identified the victims as 
John Fleming, 61, of Fresno; his 55-year-old wife, 
Mary; 
Robert Sanders, 18, of Duarte, and Mrs. 
Winifred Sanders, 51, of Modesto. 
Officers said the accident occurred when a north­ 
bound staion wagon driven by Sanders side-wiped 
another car while passing and veered across the 
center divider into the southbound lanes. It then 
sideswiped a camper-pickup and crashed head-on 
into the Fleming car. Another cam p er pickup then 
hit the Sanders car. 
Police said the occupants of the other three ve­ 
hicles involved escaped injury. 


It’s 226,970.9 Miles 
From Earth to Moon 


SAN JOSE, Calif, 
(i.?1) — The distance from 
the earth to the moon was m easured at 226,970.9 
miles, give or take 150 feet, by scientists at Lick 
Observatory who bounced a laser beam off a reflec­ 
tor left on the lunar surface by the 
Apollo 
11 
astronauts. 
The figure holds good only for the time when 
the m easurem ent was taken Sunday night, because 
the moon follows an elliptical orbit and the distance 
varies. The average distance is about 238,855 miles. 
“ Nobody in 
science cares about 
the distance 
to the moon in inches,” said Dr. Robert P. Kratt, 
assistant director of the observatory. "T h a t’s scien­ 
tific geewhizism. They are concerned about changes 
in that distance.” 
Kraft said if two laser equipped telescopes on 
different continents operated regularly over a period 
of five to seven years they could provide valuable 
information 
about 
the 
rate 
of continental 
drift. 
Scientists also expect the experim ent will provide 
them with accurate m easurem ents of the e a rth ’s 
diam eter, information on the motions of the earth ’s 
poles, and a check on certain complicated cosmo­ 
logical theories.

200 Persons Hurt 
In Belfast Riots 
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BELFAST 
Northern 
Ireland 
(AP) — Holidaying Prim e Min­ 
ister 
Jam e s 
Chichester-Clark 
rushed home today to decide 
w hether to impose m artial law 
on Belfast, where 200 persons 
were injured in a weekend of re­ 
ligious strife. 
Returning from a vacation in 
Switzerland, 
Chichester-Clark 
sum moned his Cabinet to deal 
with 
bloody 
clashes 
between 
P rotestants and Roman Cathol­ 
ics which spread to Belfast as 
Protestant 
gangs 
sm ashed 
shops and attacked police with 
gasoline bombs. 


The 
city 
was 
quiet 
today. 
Shopkee|>ers boarded up broken 
windows and cleared up the de­ 
bris 
Ministers have draw n up se­ 
cret plans to deal with any new 
outbreaks. 
Chichester-Clark’s 
Cabinet 
was reported reluctant to call 
on the British government for 
help in keeping order 
Several 
thousand British troops already 
are guarding key installations in 
Ulster. 
Two m em bers of the British 
P arliam ent 
have 
called 
on 
Home Secretary Jam es Callagh­ 
an to intervene, but the British 
government traditionally avoids 
taking a direct hand in local af­ 
fairs of Northern Ireland. 
The 
territory 
has 
domestic 
self government, but remained 
in 
the 
United 
Kingdom when 
Ireland was partitioned 50 years 
ago. 
The Northern Ireland govern­ 


ment was keeping in close touch 
with the British Home Office in 
London, however. 


Chichester-Clark’s first move 
after arriving home was to con­ 
fer with three opposition law­ 
m akers—John Hume, Independ­ 
ent; Austin Currie, Nationalist, 
and Gerry Fitt, Republican La­ 
bor. 
During the weekend rioting, 
55 people were arrested and 32 
policemen were injured.

An elated Nixon spoke to a 
rain-drenched 
throng 
of 
high 
U.S. 
officials, 
diplomats 
and 
plain 
spectators 
Sunday 
night 
after returning to nearby An­ 
drews Air Force Base from his 
12-day trip which took him to 
eight countries. 


Earlier 
in 
the 
day 
he 
had 
completed a visit to Romania 
which 
he 
termed 
“ the 
most 
moving experience that I have 
had in traveling to over 60 coun­ 
tries in the world.” 


Recalling 
the 
hundreds 
of 
thousands 
in 
the 
Communist 
country who turned out to cheer 
the 
first 
American 
president 
ever to call 
on 
them, 
Nixon 
again sounded the theme that 
“differences in political philoso­ 
phy cannot permanently divide 
the peoples of the world.” 


Both Republican and Demo­ 


cratic leaders from House and 
Senate were invited to the eariy 
morning session at the White 
House for Nixon’s personal re­ 
port on his 25,655-mile journey 
to 
the 
Philippines, 
Indonesia, 
Thailand, South Vietnam, India, 
Pakistan, 
Romania 
and 
Eng­ 
land. 
Nixon concluded 
his 27-hour 
visit to 
Romania 
by doing a 
brief hand-in-hand gypsy dance 
with President Nicolae Ceauses- 
cu at Bucharest display village, 
then huddling for final private 
talks with the Romanian chief. 
The session produced agree­ 
ment on setting up an American 
library in Romania and a Ro­ 
manian 
library 
in 
the United 
States; 
on 
reopening 
negotia­ 
tions toward a consular pact be­ 
tween the two countries; and on 
a move to resume talks on a 
civil aviation accord. 
A U.S. sum-up statem ent on 
the Nixon-Ceausescu parley also 
reported renewed em phasis by 
both sides that nations should be 
allowed to live in peace without 
outside interference, regardless 
of political ideologies. 
But it was the size and the 
emotional surge of the crowds 
which made the biggest impact 
on the Nixon entourage. 
Col. Marin Dumitru, chief of 
Romanian security for the visit 


estim ated that two million of his 
countrymen had turned out for 
the series of motorcades in the 
first trip to a comm unist coun­ 
try by a U.S. president since 
World War II. 
Others thought the total was 
more like one million. But re­ 
gardless of the count, there was 
no mistaking the fervor of the 
spectators 
who 
lined 
Nixon’s 
m otorcade routes day and night 
and, in at least one instance, 
stood in a heavy, soaking rain 
for more than an hour for a 
glimpse of him. 


Free Divorces 
For Poor Urged 


PHILADELPHIA LAP) - A 
lawyer 
for 
Community 
Legal 
Services thinks divorces should 
be free to the poor. 
According to Ben Levin, m any 
poor people are denied divorces 
because they can not pay court 
costs involved. In Philadelphia, 
a divorce costs a minim um of 
$215, he said. 
The poor, unable to rem arry, 
structure new relationships, es­ 
tablish homes and raise fam i­ 
lies. “ They m ay not be moral, 
but morality is beyond their fi­ 
nancial m eans,” Levin said.

Glen Furlong, the father of 
Deborah, 
said 
the 
girls

their homes about noon for the 
hilltop and a picnic. Police said 
the wooded area in which the 
bodies were found is laced with 
riding trails used by scram bling 
motorcyclists. 
When 
the 
girls 
failed 
to 
return, Mr. Furlong, an 
IBM 
engineer, contacted police who 
began a search. The area was 
im mediately sealed off when the 
bodies were found and police 
plai ned to search for clues and 
a m urder weapon at daybreak.

Pope Still Hopes To End War 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


Paul’s attempt to mediate the 


Nigerian 
civil 
war 
appears 


fruitless, but his trip to Uganda 


brought out his African policy in 


clear term s. 


The pontiff’s return on sched­ 


ule Sunday indicated he was un­ 


successful 
in getting the 
two 
sides together to talk peace. An 
aide had said earlier that the 
Pope would extend his stay in 
Africa if that would help get ne­ 
gotiations started. 


When asked on the way back 
to Rome about peace prospects, 


Pope Paul said, “ We still retain 
hope ” 


The Pnpe docs srrm to have 
added to his prestige in Africa 
by getting delegates from the 
warring sides to com e to Kam­ 
pala and meet with him. It was 
the first time the Pope stepped 
in so directly in such a conflict. 


His speeches in the Ugandan 
capital advocated unity for Afri­ 
can countries, and called for ne­ 
gotiations to “overcom e the di­ 
visions 
that 
keep 
nations 
apart.” 


This countered reported suspi­ 
cions among N igeria’s predomi­ 


nantly Moslem government that 
the 
Vatican 
favors 
independ­ 
ence 
for 
secessionist 
Buifra, 
which is largely Christian. 


The three days in Uganda in­ 
dicated to many that the Pope 
favors national unity for Nigeria 
with 
a 
reasonable 
degree 
of 
self-governm ent 
for 
the 
Biaf- 
rans. 


Apart from the Nigerian con­ 
flict, Pope Paul made clear his 
over-all policy on Africa. 


He made no public mention of 
South Africa, Rhodesia or Cath­ 
olic Portugal, but his speech to 
the Ugandan Parliament clearly 


condemned the policies ot those 
states. 


He called the drive for Afri­ 
can independence an “ irreversi­ 
ble current of history. . a prov­ 
idential plan.” 


“ Freedom ,” he said, “ is civil 
independence, 
political 
self-de­ 
termination, emancipation from 
the domination of other powers 
extraneous to the African popu­ 
lation.” 


He deplored the existence in 
some p a r t s of Africa of “ un­ 
equal rights, ethnic h a t r e d , 
physical dislike" between black 
and white. 


“ Situation^ based upon racial 
discrimination constitute a m an­ 
ifest and inadmissible affront to 
the fundamental rights of the 
human person," he said. 
But at the sam e time the Pope 
moved 
to curb any 
potential 
challenge to his authority and to 
that of bishops by priests and 
lay people—something relative­ 
ly unknown in Africa at present. 
During an open-air m ass Fri­ 
day, after consecrating 12 new 
bishops for Africa, he said that 
hierarchical 
authority 
repre­ 
sents “ a grandeur which exacts 
reverence and which no one can 
despise with im punity.”

Ask Dr. Brothers 
Ponts Outfits 
Daughter Is Rebel Highlight 
Fashion Scene 


By DR. JOYCE BROTHERS 


D EA R DR. BRO THERS: Our 16-year-olrt daughter is a never-ending source 
of worry for me. She's hardly ever home and runs around w ith a nutty bunch 
of kids. Her current boyfriend has hair down to his shoulders and rides a motor­ 
cycle. I ’ve tried to persuade her to find some nicer friends and settle down a bit 
but she won’t pay any attention. Her father says it’s my job to set her straight. 
— M.K. 
Dear Mrs. K.: Although it 
may seem that the teen is the 
obvious 
source 
of 
parental 
headaches 
and 
anxiety, 
in 
some cases the problem may 
really lie with the parent him­ 
self. Certainly adolescent be­ 
havior is worrisome and dis­ 
turbing to adults, but the rea­ 
sons for this upsetting effect 
upon parents should not be au­ 
tomatically attributed to some­ 
times rebellious and irritating 
adolescent acts. 
Some psychiatrists feel that 
the parent’s own unresolved 
adolescent conflicts may be re­ 
activated during his children’s 
adolescence. Although he is 
not aware of the nature of his 
emotional tension, old conflicts 
about authority and indepen­ 
dence, conformity and non­ 
conformity, and sexual free­ 
dom and control may be re­ 
awakened. 
For example, a mother who 
honestly believes that she has 
“ settled down,” which usual­ 
ly means accepting adult roles 
and responsibilities, may un­ 
consciously 
encourage 
h e r 
daughter’s rebelliousness be­ 
cause of her own continuing 
ambivalence in many areas 
of her life. 
It is possible that while la­ 
menting your daughter’s exub­ 
erance and disregard of paren­ 
tal standards in the choice of 
friends and dating partners, 
you are really not convinced 
that your daughter is acting 
in an undesirable way. You 
may not be completely sure 


that “ settling down’’ is the 
best solution to the emotional 
upheaval of adolescence. 
But it seems apparent by 
your husband’s delegation of 
responsibility to you that the 
problem may be more of a 
family 
one 
than 
simply 
a 
mother - daughter 
conflict. 
Teen girls need to feel the in­ 
terest and concern of their 
fathers just as teen boys do. 


The 
adolescent 
girl 
who 
feels neglected or rejected by 
her father may express re­ 
sentment and anger by choos­ 
ing 
boyfriends 
and 
friends 
who clearly conflict with his 
standards of behavior and ap­ 
pearance. Without your hus­ 
band’s support and 
involve­ 
ment. your efforts to influence 
your daughter are likely 
to 


meet with frustrations. 
Adolescents also may spend 
some time with peers who are 
radically different than them­ 
selves, testing out their par­ 
ents’ value systems. Very of­ 
ten, they realize that a parti­ 
cular group i< too different for 
their liking, but this is a de­ 
cision that is best reached on 
their own. Parental condem­ 
nation may only prolong the 
relationship by making the 
adolescent defensive. 
You can set limits on your 
daughter’s activity, tell her 
she can have her friends visit 
her at home if she wishes, bur 
that you feel it better that she 
should be home more often. 
Be patient and polite to the 
boyfriend. You may find out 
that he’s not the wild rebel he 
appears to be.

We found the air 
conditioning inadequate to cool the van and on 
complaining to the dealer, were told by a sales­ 
man that the unit was not adequate to cool the 
entire van and that we needed a roof-mounted 
unit. When we contracted for the air condition­ 
ing, we assumed that the unit they would install 
at the price they quoted wculd be sufficient to 
cool the vehicle it was being sold for.

Action Line then posed as a prospective 
customer at the auto air-conditioning firm which 
was the subcontractor on installing your unit for 
the dealer. 
Presented with a possible sale of air 
conditioning for such a van, the subcontractor rec 
ommended the same unit as was placed in your 
van. The subcontractor said people had been sat- 
lslied with its service in vans and that it was the 
customary installation lor his private customers and 
those van jobs contracted by several dealers 
He 
said the cost was $287. When pro- ,cd about the 
unit’s adequacy for the van, however, the subcon­ 
tractor said the unit would not satisfactorily air 
condition the total van but was installed primarily 
to air condition the cab portion. “ If you want total 
air conditioning in the van,” he said, "you must 
go to one of two models, one which fits across the 
top of the van or one that attaches on the front 
and back. These involve big money, about $500.’’ 
The misunderstanding appears to concern the 
area to be air conditioned. As your van cab is not 
separate from the van area, it would be natural to 
i xpect total air conditioning. But more money is 
involved.

Just as important will be 
its psychological effect. It people — busines­ 
smen and labor leaders, consumers and < on- 
gressmen — believe that the economy is 
entering a ‘‘disinflationary* eyrie (not “ de­ 
flationary,” for that i- too scary a work), 
that belief will itself tend to reinforce all the 
other signs of such a trend. 


The Nixon administration now forecasts 


a surplus of $6.3 billion for fiscal 1970 if 
the 10 per cent income t ix surcharge is 
extended, or a ‘'<mall” deficit if ihe sur­ 
charge is not extended. The fact that the 
experts were $2.2 billion off in their esti­ 
mates for fiscal 1969 only a month before 
it ended tempers optimism, however. 


A lot can happen between now and next 


Ju ly, The nation is still a long way from 
solving the mystery of how to have prosper­ 
ity without at least a little inflation and a 
little unemployment, or how to meet the goals 
it sets for itself without printing at least a 
little funny money. 


But the taxpayers’ surprise gilt of $3 1 


billion to the treasury gives hope that, for 
the present at least, the financial ship of 
state is swinging back toward a mere even 
keel. 


BY ONE OF US

Gov. Ronald Reagan says he is making 


a desperate effort to put the state's financial 
house in order and to balan e the budget 
which during the past few years has been 
swollen badly. 


One factor which makes this effort a diffi­ 
cult one is inflation, whi* h has been increas­ 
ing steadily. In speaking of the matter at 
a conference this week the governor said: 


“ \Ve have achieved substantial economies 


through our own cost reduction programs 
as well as through the adoption of many 
of the recommendations of the business­ 
men's task force that surveyed all of state 
government immediately after I took office, 
Our proposed rate of spending in the fiscal 


ear is onh 4.9 per cent ahead of the spend­ 
ing rate of the fiscal year just closed. While 
this is a significant achievement, particular­ 
ly when we realize that inflation alone adds 
nearh half a billion dollars a year to the 
cost of continuing in effect programs we al­ 
ready have, it is -till no? enough to produce 
the major reductions in the cost and size of 
government that we ,¡11 want to achieve."’

Party, and for that matter the 
state of polities in America to- 
da\. as it does about the Ken­ 
nedy legend. The cult of per­ 
sonality, to take a phrase out of 
th^ context of an alien system, 
was at the root of the Kennedy 
strength. No one who followed 
John F. Kennedy in 1960 can 
ever forget those wildly scream­ 
ing crowds—the young scream- 
er- who gave him their passion­ 
ate and entirely uncritical adu- 
lation 
In the same way his 
brother, Bobby, attracted the 
wildly (heering mass. Having 
little to do with issues, this was 
a 
dividend 
of 
the 
television 
scr< en for tho-** who understood 
how best to exploit this fantastic 
new medium. 
As contra-ted with the power- 
fu! 
publicity 
apparatus 
that 
i ¡me 
into being 
around 
the 
Kennedys—the legion of friends 
and cubists in the media—their 
political base was shallow. If it 
had not been for the Daley ma­ 
chine in Chicago and for Lyn­ 
don Johnson's machinations in 
Texas and 
elsewhere 
in 
the 
South, the election ;n 1960 would 
have gone to Nixon. At the end 
of his third year in the presi­ 
dency Kennedy had lost not a 
Inti*- of his reputation for skill 
in political maneuver. 
The Kennedy* attracted men 
of great intellect, brilliant pub- 
licists, the Schlesingers, Good- 
sins, 
Sorensens, 
Galbraiths. 
W ith speeches, position papers, 
creative ideas, wit and satire 
they served a candidate seeking 
the presidency and then a Pres­ 
ident with extraordinary z e a ! 
and unflagging loyalty. 
But they themselves had no po­ 
litical base. 


Here is the contradiction that 
leaves the Democratic party to- 
day in disarray. So much of the 
fire, the verve, the dash cen- 
t -recl around a family, a legend 
a cult. If the Kennedy era is 
ended, us this observer believes 
it is—symbolically the end writ­ 
ten in u miserable and tragic 
accident with the judgment of 
the principal lacking in its af- 
termath—the party is left grop­ 
ing lor a center. 


In his private talks with Asian 
leaders, 
President 
N i x o n 
stressed that the United States 
intends to avoid getting em­ 
broiled in any more Vietnams. 
He promised that the U.S. 
would continue to stand behind 
them but that they would have 
to get out in front. In effect, he 
told them that the United States 
would continue to offer aid and 
ad* ice but that they must make 
their own decisions and fight 
the.r own battles. 
American military might will 
be available to stop naked Com­ 
munist aggression, but not Viet- 
ram-style infiltration and insur­ 
rection. He let our Asian allies 
know that they could c o u n t 
upon American arms, but n o t 
American troops, to fight future 
guerrilla wars. 
The President has concluded 
that an American presence in 
( ommunist - menaced countries 
encourages rather than discour­ 
ages rebellion. The appearance 
of U.S. troops gives the Com­ 
munists a propaganda weapon 
to inflame the natives against 
the “ American imperialists.'’ It 
also improves their bargaining 
position to demand more weap­ 
ons from Russia and China. 
The deeper the U.S. became 
involved in Vietnam, for exam­ 
ple, the higher became the level 
of Russian-Chmese intervention. 
The North Vietnamese 
a l s o 
skillfully exploited tne rivalry 
between the two Communist gi­ 
ants, goading them to outdo 
each other in their support of the 
w ¡r. 
Aides who have been in touch 
with the President on his flaps- 
up tour, incidentally, say he is 
positively buoyant. 
The breathtaking lunar land­ 
ing sent his spirits soaring. At 
the Pacific splashdown he was 
as excited as anyone on board 
the rescue carrier. He basked 
happily in the reflected glory- of 
the three moon explorers. 
Their fantastic 
feat 
a l s o 
gave his overseas mission a lift, 
and he took diplomatic advant­ 
age of the prestige they brought 
to America. The President en­ 
joys diplomatic more than do­ 
mestic dealings, and his discus­ 
sions w :th Asian leaders l e f t 
him exuberant. 
Nor did 
Nixon 
mourn the 
strange accident that apparent­ 
ly has knocked his chief rival 
for the presidency nut of the 
running. He received detaJed, 
though unsolicited, reports on 
Sen. Ted Kennedy's troubles. 
The President, of course, sym­ 


pathized with the victims of the 
tragedy. But he would have 
been less t h a n human if he 
hadn’t been cheered at the pros­ 
pect 
of 
not 
having 
to 
run 
against another Kennedy in 1972. 
All n all. it was a good week 
for Richard Nixon. 


The presidential planes have 
been completely renovated since 
Nixon inherited them from LBJ. 
At considerable cost to the tax­ 
payers, the interiors have been 
made roomier and the chairs 
cushier. Partitions have a l s o 
been added to make the presi­ 
dential quarters more private 
. . . The President has f o u r 
sleek Boeing 707s and an eight- 
seat Jetstar in the White House 
fleet. Any plane he uses auto­ 
matically becomes “ Air Force 
One ’ . . . Pat N.xion was left 
behind in Honolulu during the 
astronauts’ splashdown becasue 
Navy ships have no facilities 
for ladies—-not even First La­ 
dies . . . In Bangkok some of 
the President's fellow travelers 
patronized the local massage 
parlors to get their weary mus­ 
cles rubbed. The rubdowns were 
administered by pretty, accom­ 
modating girls. 


The name of Bebe Rebozo, 
wealthy Miami developer a n d 
close friend of President Nixon, 
recently cropped up in unpub­ 
lished testimony before 
t h e 
House Small Business Commit­ 
tee Chairman Joe Evins asked 
Anthony Stasio, director of fi­ 
nancial assistance for the Small 
Business 
Administration, 
why 
the SB A had guaranteed only 
50 leases in shopping centers. 
Admitting that the program 
was moving “ slowly ’—too slow­ 
ly to suit Evins — Stasio re­ 
plied that the SBA had “ done a 
lot of learning” with regard to 
help.ng smalt businessmen ob­ 
tain leases in shopping centers. 
“ Some 
people 
learn 
very 
fast,” Evins remarked dryly. “ I 
am informed that Mr. Rebozo 
got 25 out of the 50 leases guar­ 
anteed in the entire nation, in 
a package deal for his tenants 
in a Miami shopping center. Why 
was such a large percentage of 
lease guarantees given to this 
one man?” 
“ Because 
there 
were 
that 
many small businesses to be 
helped, Sir, in that shopping 
center." said Stasio. 
Not satisfied with this evas­ 
ive reply, Evins snapped angri­ 
ly: “ There are small businesses 
to be helped in all areas of the 
nation.” 


The White House has let it be 
known that the President will 
appoint a new associate justice, 
replacing Abe Fortas, shortly 
after 
Mr. 
Nixon 
returns 
to 
Washington. In this connection. 
Sen. Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina, in contrast to s o me 
other appointments, has recom­ 
mended an excellent man. 


He is U.S. District Judge Don­ 
ald Russell, a former South Car­ 
olina governor and senator, who 
also once headed the University 
of South Carolina. 


Russell 
is the former law 
partner of the grand old man of 
South Carolina politics, Jimmy 
Byrnes, and served as assist­ 
ant secretary of state when 
Byrnes was secretary. In t h i s 
job he initiated various State 
Department policies which a r e 
still in effect, including the re­ 
quirement that senior foreign 
service officers come home ev­ 
ery four years to make speech­ 
es before colleges and universi­ 
ties, Rotary and Kiwams clubs, 
and get reacquuinted with the 
nation 
which 
they 
represent 
abroad. 


When he was 
governor of 
South Carolina, Russell invited 
“ all” citizens to attend his in­ 
auguration breakfast, a n d a 
great many Negroes, r a t h e r 
timidly, showed up. It was the 
first time since ante-bellum 
days that anything like this 
had happened. As governor, Rus­ 
sell integrated Clem son Univer­ 
sity without causing a ripple, in 
contrast to the storms at the 
University of Mississippi a n d 
the University of A l a b a m a 
where federal forces had to be 
used. 


South Carolina’s Democratic 
Senator. Ernest Holhngs, h a s 
sent the name of another feder­ 
al judge to the White Hou-e as a 
possible successor to Abe For­ 
tas. He is Clement F. Hajms- 
worth, now in the Fourth U.S. 
Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 
If 
Havnsworth gets the 
job, he 
could be expected to follow his 
circuit's previous rulings on de­ 
segregation. 
The 
most 
im­ 
portant of these were over­ 
turned by the Supreme Court, 
which 
has 
consistently ruled 
that local school boards cannot 
rely on freedom of choice. 


Sen. Thurmond has been able 
to sell the Nixon administra­ 
tion on quite a few appoint­ 
ments. It will be interesting to 
see how he makes out with his 
recommendation of Judge Rus­ 
sell. 


There is only one way the Vi­ 


etnam war can be ended soon, 
and that is through the interven­ 
tion 
of 
the 
Soviet 
govern­ 
ment. 
Maybe it 
would have 
been a good idea if President 
Nixon had arranged to go to 
Moscow on his current trip. 
For, despite the widespread be- 
lief that the N o r t h Vietna­ 
mese 
government 
can 
make 
concessions at the peace negoti­ 
ations in Paris and at least 
bring about a cease - fire, the 
motivating force and influence 
happen to be in the Russian 
capital—not Hanoi. 


T h e r e is much discussion 
about American military strate­ 
gy a: the moment in South Vi­ 
etnam and also about the policy 
and tactics to be pursued at the 
Paris peace table. But it is evi­ 
dent that all the conces-.ons 
that have been made—publicly 
and privately—to the North \ i- 
etnamese 
government 
h a v e 
been of no avail. This is be­ 
cause North Vietnam is backed 
up by the Soviet Union, which 
is the principal supplier of mon­ 
ey and munitions. 


What has tended to confuse 
the issue is the announcement 
that the United States will ad­ 
here to a planned withdrawal of 
troops. To the Communists this 
means a virtual surrender, and 
they are in no mood to make 
any concessions, 


American military' leaders in 
Sauon are be wildered. 1 h e y 
are not sure just what strategy 
they will be permitted by 'Wash­ 
ington 
in 
applying 
pressure 
against the North Vietnamese. 
The military men are in favor 
of maximum effort, not only to 
help maintain the morale of the 
South Vietnamese but to con­ 
vince 
the 
Communists 
that, 
while 
the 
United 
States 
is 
bringing some troops home, it is 
not going to withdraw complete­ 
ly for at least a few years and 
in the interim will keep up an 
effective resistance to all at­ 
tacks. 


Unfortunately, the impression 
has been conveyed — largely 
through comments by members 
of Congress—that the U n i t e d 
States will get out of Vietnam 
in the next year or so irrespec­ 
tive 
of 
what 
North 
Viet­ 
nam does. While there has been 
a “ lull” in the fighting, t h i s 
doesn’t prevent the North Viet­ 
namese from building up for 
fjture offensives. Men and mu­ 
nitions are being steadily sent 
today in South Vietnam to rein­ 
force their troops and bases. The 
North Vietnamese, being w e l l 


aw ire that they must noi waste 
their men or supplies, are at 
present laying their plans on a 
long-range basis. 
Diplomats familiar with the 
V i e t n a m problem, however, 
know that the Hanoi govern­ 
ment doesn't have the final say 
about peace, and that the Krem­ 
lin could quickly arrange for a 
cease-iire and virtually termi­ 
nate the war. But the price fur 
such a step is high. The Soviets 
want a ¡imitation of armaments 
generally that will give them i 
free hand on much more lmport- 
ant moves than are involved m 
the Vietnam struggle. 
V. hat is essentia! is t h a t 
Washington and Moscow should 
really understand one another. 
President Nixon first needs to 
persuade the top men of the So­ 
viet Union that the United States 
sincerely wants to withdraw lt3 
troops from Vietnam but cannot 
do so unless the Kremlin is will­ 
ing to exerci-e a restraint upon 
the Hanoi government. 
There are ways by which an 
understanding could be reached 
between the Soviet and Ameri­ 
can governments, but the prin­ 
cipal obstacle is mistrust. The 
Russians continue to insist that 
America's entry into the Viet­ 
nam conflict was an act of ag­ 
gression, instead of part of an 
allied effort to preserve a na­ 
tion's right of self - determina­ 
tion. 
The Soviet Union has as yet 
given no evidence that is impe­ 
rialistic 
policies 
are b e i n g 
changed. The invasion of Czech­ 
oslovakia 
by

army, 
which was designed to intimi­ 
date the smaller countries h is 
been condemned throughout th» 
world as a continuance of Sovi­ 
et imperialism. 


Some way has to be found to 
convince the Soviet leaders that 
the United States is not an ag­ 
gressor and doesn't seek to im­ 
pair in any way the independ­ 
ence of any country. At th e 
same time, it must be recog­ 
nize (1 that the controlled press in 
the Soviet Union makes difficult 
the penetration of such facts to 
the people. 
A determined effort to reach 
an agreement with the Kremlin 
should have high priority in the 
N i x o n administration. If this 
cannot be achieved, then the 
only re^our-*? would be to start 
talking directly to the Russian 
people by radio and telling them 
that the peace of the world de­ 
pend-. upon their exercise of 
control over the policies of a 
government which has been pro­ 
longing the war in Vietnam

He m easured, photographed and banded them. 
Why someone didn’t com e after HIM with 
a net, I do not know. 
In pursuit of the elusive songsters, Gorski 
flitted to Panam a, and to Iquitos and Cuzco, 
(this was before Rockefeller). He set up h ^ 
electronic 
gear in sw am ps and 
fields and 
played back the mating calls he had recorded. 
I don’t know what the equivalent would 
be in human term s — possibly a Dylan record 
or a low, suggestive whistle, or (rem em b er?) 
“ Come up and see me some tim e." At any 
rate,

because the hirds cam e flocking, and hurlrd 
themselves into his mikes and amplifiers like 
wild things. 
But Gorski did discover that the fitz hew 
only answered a fitz-bew call; and ditto wee- 
bee-o.

The wee-bee-o’s distress signal (recorded) of 
“ pit-pit!” got the other wee-bee-os all excited,

So Dr. Gorski has proved incontrovem bly 
that the wee-bee-o and the lit/ bew are two 
different species, and that neither can mate 
with a Sony tape recorder.
